UNITED STATES v, DARREN VAUGHN 

On Thursday, September 27, 2012, at approximately 2305 hours, members of the 
Metropolitan Police Department, Sixth District, received a radio run for an Aggravated Assault 
at 503 50th Place, Northeast, Washington, DC. Officers arrived and found the body of the 
decedent, TYRELL AVERY SWAN, lying on the kitchen floor suffering from a stab wound to 
the left side of his body. Officers also observed large amounts of blood on the floor and wall of 
the kitchen. Paramedics arrived on the scene and determined that the decedent showed no signs 
of life. Subsequently, the decedent's remains were transported to the Office of the Chief 
Medical Examiner where the cause of death was ruled a stab wound to the left side that 
perforated the lung and the heart and the manner was death was ruled a homicide. 

Upon police arrival at 503 50th Place, Northeast, Washington, DC, police were informed 
by persons on the scene that the person responsible for stabbing the decedent lived two houses 
down at 507 50th Place, NE, Officers responded to 507 50th Place, NE Washington, knocked on 
the front door, and were met by W-l and the defendant, who identified himself as Darren 
Vaughn, W-l spontaneously stated that the defendant was turning himself into the police for 
stabbing his friend. The defendant also spontaneously told police that he was turning himself in 
for stabbing his best friend, Officers took the defendant into custody and noticed that he had 
blood on his clothing.

During the course of the investigation, additional witnesses were located and interviewed. 
Police interviewed W-2 who reported that it was inside 503 50 th Place, NE, Washington, DC 
when IT heard a loud noise, W-2 then saw W-3 and the decedent inside the residence. W-3 
reported to W-2 that the decedent and the defendant had been involved in a physical altercation. 
W-2 saw the decedent walk to the front door of the residence. As W-2 followed the decedent to 
the front door, W-2 saw the defendant leaving his residence at 507 50th Place, NE, and carrying 
a knife. The defendant came to 503 50th Place, NE, entered the front yard, and approached the 
decedent who was still near the front door of 503 50 th Place, NE. The decedent picked up a chair 
and threw it at the defendant as the decedent attempted to retreat into the residence. The 
defendant then forced his way into 503 50th Place, NE, and began to stab the decedent, After 
stabbing the decedent, the defendant fled the scene. 



W-2 has known the defendant for years. Police showed a single photograph depicting 
DARREN VAUGHN, PDID: 555-712, DOB: 5/4/1990, to W-2. After viewing the photograph, 
W-2 identified the person depicted as the individual IT observed stab the decedent, 

W-4 reported that on September 27, 2012, IT was inside the residence of 503 50th Place, 
NE, when IT heard sounds of something breaking. W-4 then observed the decedent and W-3 
inside 503 50 [h Place NE on the first level of the residence. W-4 stated that the decedent 
appeared to be upset and agitated. W-3 told W-4 that the decedent and the defendant had been 
arguing in the backyard of 503 50 th Place, NE and that the decedent beat up the defendant, or 
words to that effect. W-4 observed the decedent walk toward the front door of the residence. As 
W-4 followed the decedent, IT then observed the defendant approach 503 50 th Place, NE, 
Washington, DC with a knife in his hand. W-4 reported that the decedent was inside of the 
home, when W-4 attempted to close the door to prevent the defendant from entering. W-4 stated 
that the defendant forced the door open and went directly to the decedent and began to stab him, 
W-4 reported that after stabbing the decedent, the defendant immediately left the home.
